What is happening under national 
defense is that groundwork is being 
laid in this country for government 
entrance on a vast scale 
into 
the 
business field. 
The people are anxious to arm. 
Businessmen and industrialists are 
anxious to help. 
So if 
they 
find 
they have trouble under existing eco­ 
nomic conditions in raising the mon­ 
ey to build new plants and buy new 
machines, they turn to government 
agencies. 
There, money is available. But in 
most such cases, 
the 
government 
holds ownership of the building or 
machinery. 
The question 
is 
what 
government will do with it at the end 
of the emergency. 
fine of the highest War Depart­ 
ment officials the other day told of 
an industrialist who 
agreer! to 
use 
government funds to build an essen­ 
tial plant in the mid-West. 
“ When he signed that contract, he 
dug the grave of his own business— 
and he knew it,” this official pes­ 
simistically added. 
What this War Department execu­ 
tive was looking forward to was the 
day when the emergency 
will 
be 
over. hut the new’ plant will still be 
available for use. 
He was assuming 
that 
“socially-minded” 
planners 
would object to letting the new plant 
stand idle. 
There’s the story. 
The 
govern­ 
ment is going into business more and 
more. 
If it stays in business after 
the emergency, then it will BE busi­ 
ness before long. 
And soon there 
may be no room for private enter­ 
prise. 
When that disappears, other 
ba- ic rights are not retained long.

A lot of talk is heard in Washing­ 
ton these days about 
the 
“potato 
principle”. 
The idea is that if a 
thousand farmers produce a million j 
bushels of potatoes, a thousand claim 
checks will be issued to the thousand 
families who worked producing the 
potatoes. 
These claim checks would 
be redeemable in potatoes. 
As some Washington economists 
see it. th is plan would be fine 
be­ 
earn^* it woul I do away with savings. 
The “ planner” economists don’t like 
savings. 
Tile tie-up 
between 
the 
“ potato principle” 
and savings 
is 
this: 
If the thousand families used all 
their potato claim checks each year, 
everything would he fine. 
Potatoes 
would not pile up. 
But if they tried 
to save some for a rainy winter, then 
potatoes would rot. 
And faimers, 
who saw part ot their crop rot this 
year 
naturally would not, plant as 
many potatoes next year. 
The pota­ 
to supply gradually woald decrease. 
The only 
way to make it 
work 
would be for every one of the thou­ 
sand families to spend all their mon­ 
ey (potato claim checks) every year. 
They couldn't save anything for a 
rainy day, or for old age. 
The plan­ 
ners don’t mind because they say the 
government is going to take care of 
everybody anyhow.
